Without a License. 


Prairie chickens are ripe tomorrow 
and 
nu 
army of nimrods will lie out 
after them. 
While it is not necessary 
to take out a license to 
shoot 
game 
birds in tho county in which the hunter 
resides it is advisable for all to provide 
themselves with the license which only 
costs 81. Tho fact that Brainerd is only 
a few miles from Morrison and Cass 
counties and that a hunter is liable to 
wandor over the county 
line without 
knowing 
it, 
makes a license almost 
essential to safety. The law prohibits 
the 
shooting, 
snaring or otherwise 
catching of game birds except as fol­ 
lows: 
“ I T hat any turtle dove, snipe,prairie 
chicken, pinnated grou-e, white-breast­ 
ed or sharp tailed grouse, woodcock, up­ 
land plover and golden plover may be 
killed 
and had in possession between 
the first day of September and the first 
day of December follow ing. 
*•2 T h at any quail, partridge, ruffled 
j grouse or pheasant, other than Mongo­ 
lian Chinese ringneck or English pheas­ 
ant, may be killed or had in possession 
between Hie first day of 
October and 
the first day of December following. 
“3 T hat wild duck of 
any 
variety, 
wild goose of any variety, brant or any 
variety of acquatic fowl whatever may 
be killed and had in possession between 
the first day of September and the first 
day of December following. 
“And when any of the birds mention­ 
ed in this section have been lawfully 
caught, taken, killed or had in possess­ 
ion 
within the time herein allowed, 
for five 
days hereafter. 
But no person shall in 
any one day take or kill more than 15 
birds or have in possession more than 
15 turtle doves, prairie chickens, white 
breasted or sharp tailed grouse, quail, 
partridge, 
ruffled grouse or pheasant, 
wood cock, upland plover, gold . plover 
or any or all of the same combined, or 
50 snipe, wild duck, goose, brant or any 
variety of acquatic fowl, whatever, or 
any or all of the same combined.

It is nearly time now to begin plans 
for Hie comfort of the domestic animals 
for tile coming winter. 
It is true that 
lumber is higher here than it used to 
lie, but it is cheaper than corn and oats 
yet. 
An animal must either retain the 
heat of the body or must have it sup­ 
plied by heat producing foods. 
It takes 
double tho grain to keep an animal 
th at is unhoused in the same flesh that it 
does one that is well sheltered. 
From 
a financial point it is foolish to neglect 
to provide proper shelter for stock, to 
say nothing of tho cruelty of leaving an 
animal out to shiver. 
If one can not 
get lumber, there is not a farmer in 
Crow Wing county but can build a log 
table and cover it with slough liny. 
The hay need not be cut until the rn Ii 
of farm work is over, but it must not be 
neglected too long or it will not be done. 
With butter selling in Brainerd at from 
25 to upwards of 30 cents a pound 
in winter it is very short sighted not to 
provide proper shelter for milch cows. 
No cow will produce her full capaeityof 
cream or milk unless she is physically 
comfortable, and certainly no cow can 
be comfortable w hen left out in the 
open air during a Minnesota winter.
